Acheson off 
To Europe for 
Conferences 


Calls on West 
To Rally Again st 
Commun ists

WASHINGTON, May 6—<A*)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
set out for Europe tod ay with a 
grim warn in g that the n on -Com­ 
mun ist world faces “in creasin gly 
crucial tests in the years immed i­ 
ately ahead .” 
He said that because of the 
threat of in tern ation al Commun ­ 
ism, the free n ation s of the world 
must speed up the mobilization of 
their “moral an d material stren gth 
an d must d o so “with utmost 
v igor.” 
That, he emphasized in a formal 
statemen t, will be his own major 
purpose in talkin g with British 
Foreign Min ister Bev in an d Fren ch 
Min ister Schuman in Paris an d 
Lon d on n ext week, an d in meetin g 
with the North Atlan tic Treaty 
Coun cil the week followin g. 
What he hopes for an d trusts to 
get out of the d iplomatic con fer­ 
en ces, he said , is “a n ew sen se of 
commun ity in the North Atlan tic 


Re d eclared that he was en ­ 
couraged in his approach to the 
meetin gs by the bi-partisan co­ 
operation he has receiv ed frmn 
Republican an d Democratic lead ­ 
ers of Con gress alike. 
Emphasizin g the importan ce at­ 
tached to Acheson ’s trip, Presid en t 
Truman saw him off at the airport. 
Wishin g Acheson “bon v oyage 
an d good luck,” Mr. Truman told 
his chief d iplomatic official: 
“I kn ow v ery well you are go­ 
in g to hav e successful meetin gs in 
Europe which will make a con ­ 
tribution 
to

VIRGINIA CITY, Mont., May 7 
(;p)—Ju stice isn’t blind any more 
in this one time rip-roaring min­ 
ing camp, bu t the ju stice of the 
peace is. 
He is “Blind Bob” Gohn, who 
also operates a tav ern and general 
ftore here and believ es he is the 
only sightless bartender in the 
west. 
“I nev er heard of any others, 
he said, deftly mix ing a highball. 
*T lost my ey es here in the mines 
back in 1 9 2 0 
. I got blasted.” 
“Blind Bob,” a pleasant v oiced 
man of 50, is fu ll of the lore of 
Montana’s most famou s gold min­ 
ing camp. 
“They took 300 to 500 miUion 
dollars ou t of Alder gu lch here 
nobody knows ju st how mu ch,” 
he said. “And there’s still plenty 
of gold here.” Lately howev er, the 
gu lch probably hasn’t produ ced as 
mu ch gold as the pockets of v isit­ 
ing tou rists. 
Qu ietty RottUig 
Virginia City , onoe boisterou s 
with 10,000 to 20,000 miners, was 
q u ietly rotting into ju st another 
ghost town of a fabu lou s past u n­ 
til a wealthy rancher, Charles 
Bov ey , decided to restore its v an­ 
ished flav or. 
Bov ey has been gradu ally re­ 
bu ilding the town into a showcase 
of the old west, combining the 
area for au thentic historical relics. 
“Last y ear we had abou t 100,000 
tou rists,” said blind Bob. 
He is the grandson of George 
Gohn, who came here a few dajrs 
after gold was first discov ered in 
186 3. His pioneer grandfather was 
a member of the original com­ 
mittee of v igilantes who brou ght 
law and order into Montana terri­ 
tory at the end of a rope. 
Some fou rteen mu rdering road 
agents who were hanged by the 
v igilantes back in 186 4 stUl lie 
on nearby Cemetery hill. 
“It’s mu ch q u ieter arou nd here 
pow,” said blind Bob. “Abou t all 
1 hav e to deal with as ju stice of 
the peace are fish and game v io­ 
lations and highway traffic cases.” 
Knows Citisens Well 
There are only abou t 8 15 per­ 
manent residents left and Bob can 
tell them all by their v oices and 
many by the sou nd of their foot­ 
steps. 
“Most of them stiU Uv e by min 
ing,” he said. “The hills are fu l 
of mines, bu t only two are work­ 
ing now. Bu t if they ev er find the 
Mother Lode, y ou ’ll see this town 
come to life again.” 
That is the goal still of many 
oldtime miners here—the Mother 
Lode—a legendary deep ly ing par­ 
ent rift of metal they feel may 


spill ou t more wealth than Vir­ 
ginia City ev er knew in its hey ­ 
day as “the richest place on earth.** 
Meanwhile, 
the 
tou rists 
art 
helping to giv e the town an Indian 
su mmer prosperity . 
Knows His Stock 
Blind Bob knows by memory the 
ex act location of the hu ndreds of 
items he stocks in his tav ern store, 
a bu ilding that oncse hou sed Mon­ 
tana’s territorial gov ernment. He 
say s that lack of ey esight doesn’t

Here we hav e only 
the courtesy of an immediate an 
iwer and the tone of our v oice 
to show him that he is welcome. 
Let us repeat—^for ncme of them 
is new—a few sug g estions that wü 
help, WÎÜ1 mention of a few of the 
more g laring common failures. 
* 
When placing a local call some 
people tell their secretary to “Ge 
Mr. Smith;” and then they either 
just wait or start doing something 
else. They hav e hardly had time 
"to do anything before the tele- 
' phone ring s and Mr. Smith is on 
the line. The few seconds sav ed 
for the party orig inating the cal 
? hav e av ailed him nothing . Mr. 
* Smith, the man who is g ranting 
^the audience, has been kept wait 
'ing and an operator or secretary 
has been needlessly tied up on the 
call. Certainly this is not courteous 
to B4r. Smith, nor is it an efficicn 
way of doing business. 
Leses Time 
f 
This happens more often on ouV 
iof-town calls, and at the presen 
irate of speed on these calls 
hardly more justifiable than on 
Moeal serv ice. Ag ain you hav e the 
discourtesy of making the person 
with whom you desire an audience 
await your pleasure, the fact o 
inefficiency in tying up one or 
more persons needlessly, and, 
^ the 
call 
is 
passed 
station-to- 
station, a g reater charg e on the 
: call since the conv ersation in this 
case is timed from the answer o 
the called station. 
It Is important in filing out-of- 
town calls that we first g iv e the 
operator the called place and then 
thé called number. In many in­ 
stances this will enable the op­ 
e ra te g etting the name of the 
called place to immediately pick 
up a circuit to the place called 
and start working on the call 
While waiting for the distant op­ 
erator to answer she records the 
details and while waiting for the 
' called station to answer she g ets 
the calling number. This practice 
sav es time on the call and has the 
parties talking that much sooner. 
Too, it's faster for a customer 
to g iv e the long distance operator 
the number of a distant party with 
whom he wants to talk. Passing 
the call by number will sav e time, 
since the operator will hav e to g o 
to information for the number if 
you don't g iv e it to her. 
Be Courteous 
Courtesy 
and 
efficiency 
are 
closely allied ev en on the simplest 
of telephone calls. In intercom­ 
municating systems as well as on 
all other calls one should be care­ 
ful to use those practices which 
hav e been prov ed to be best. 
There will be occasions when it 
will be necessary for someone else 
to answer your telephone or for 
you to answer another's line. In 
answering 
another’s 
line 
you 
riiould be careful to announce 
whose line it is and your name. 
This assures the calling party that 
he has the rig ht line, but that he 
has someone other than the party 
whom he called. He can imme­ 
diately start his conv ersation in the 
lig ht of this new dev elopment. If 
it is necessary to refer to this call 
at a later time he has something 
definite with which to identify it. 
He has talked with you and he 
remembers your name. 
Aside from being the courteous 
way of answering another's line, 
it ia the only efficient way of do­ 
ing i t Neither the calling party 
nor you are bothered with need-

Giv e out-of-town calls by num­ 
ber. It makes serv ice faster. 
Refer to the telephone directory 
before calling Information for local 
numbers you don't know. 
Pass your own toll calls. The 
av erag e time for putting a call 
throug h is now down to a minute 
and a half, and 95 out of ev ery 
100 are being completed while the 
calling party holds the line. 
Don’t make the party you are 
calling wait for you. You are seek­ 
ing the audience. 
Don’t 
ask, 
“Who's 
calling , 
please?” when answering another’s 
line. 
Don’t answer with “Hello.” Be 
courteous to your caller. Tell him 
who you are. 
Answer 
your 
telephone 
ring 
promptly. It is courteous to do so.

Ineooi« Tax 
Tou ching on the income tax 
division, the speaker discu ssed the 
taxes affecting life insu rance pay­ 
ments by the beneficiary becau se 
of the death of the insu red. He re­ 
lated that proceeds received u pon 
the death of the insu red was, gen­ 
erally speaking, not taxable income 
to the beneficiary. He pointed ou t 
that the beneficiary was exclu ded 
from the gross income whether 
the beneficiary be an estate, an 
individu al, a tru st or a corpora­ 
tion. 
He asserted that the principal 
exception to this ru le is when the 
proceeds are held on deposit with 
the insu rance company and the 
beneficiary receives pu re interest. 
Inasmu ch as income taxes affect 
everyone of u s every day, the 
speaker spent more time on that 
division of taxes, than on estate 
or gift taxes. 
“After all,” the speaker related, 
estate taxes are payable only in 
event of the death of a wealthly 
individu al. Gift taxes are payable 
only if a wealthy individu al desires 
to distribu te part of his wealth 
du ring his lifetime.”

Senate 
Passes Big 
Aid BiU 


Quarter Billion 
Pared Off Nex t 
Installment In 
Marshall Plan 


WASHINGTON, May 6 — 
(^)—^The Senate passed a 
$3,122,4 50,000 foreign aid bill 
Friday night after economy 
adv ocates had taken a $250,- 
000,000 slice off the nex t 
Marshall plan installment. 
The v ote to approv e the 
big measure was 6 0 to 8. 
Final passage climax ed three 
weeks of sporadic but heated de 
bate on the global aid measure 
which the House passed March 31 
Besides prov iding for continuing 
the Marshall plan of economic aid 
designed to bolster Europe against 
Communism, the bill calls for as­ 
sistance to Korea and other areas 
Although administration leaders 
lost in their effort to win approv al 
of the full $3,100,000,000 req uested 
for the European recov ery pro­ 
gram, they scored a v ictory by 
gaining clearance for President 
Truman's *'point four" plan to aid 
backward areas of the world. 
Sanction "Four Point’* Program 
By a 37 to 36 tally the Senate 
adopted a $45,000,000 authorization 
to start the “point four” program 
after rejecting 41 to 33 a Republi­ 
can mov e to turn the matter ov er 
to a bipartisan commission for 
further study . 
Chairman McKellar (D-Tenn) of 
the appropriations committee serv ­ 
ed notice, howev er, he opposes the 
technical aid proposal and said 
he will seek to block the $45,000,- 
000 outlay when the actual money 
bill comes up later. 
The present bill is an “author­ 
ization" measure which puts Con­ 
gress on record as fav oring the 
aid, but appropriates no actual 
money . 
The House prev iously had ap­ 
prov ed the "point four" plan but 
trimmed the amount to $25,000,000. 
As passed by the Senate and 
House the big foreign aid measure 
authorizes $2,8 50,000,000 for the 
European recov ery program; $100,- 
000,000 for Korea; $100,000,000 for 
econmnic aid to the China area; 
$25,450,000 for Arab refugees in 
Palestine and the "point four" 
plan. 
The legislation now goes to a 
Senate-House conference group to 
work out differences in the two 
bills. 
Beat Back BUUou Cut 
The biggest Senate fight came 
ov er the 
Republican 
driv e 
to 
whack up to $1,000,000,000 off the 
Marshall plan program for the 
nex t fiscal y ear starting July 1. 
The administration forces beat 
back the billion dollar reduction 
proposal of Senator Kem (R-Mo) 
by a tidy margin, 62 to 17. But 
on the nex t mov e to cut it $500,- 
000,000 they just sq ueezed throu^i 
on a 40 to 40 tie v ote. 
It was a coalition of southern 
Democrats and Republicans which 
finally put across the $250,000,000 


reduction on 
a 47 to 33 roll cau 
v ote. 
The v oting came after warnings 
from Democratic leaders that a 
deep cut in the Marshall plan 
funds might force this country to 
increase its defense outlay s v astly 
Just before the v oting got un­ 
derway Majority Leader Lucas of 
Illinois declared that an “isolation­ 
ist" policy would turn America 
into a “garrison state" and double 
the present defense spending total 
of $13,(KK);000.000. 
Chairman Connally (D-Tex ) of 
the Senate foreign relations com­ 
mittee raade a plea against any 
cuts in the foreign air measure. 
In a last minute effort to head 
off the economy forces, Connally 
made public a letter from Marshall 
plan director Paul Hoffman ex ­ 
pressing concern ov er the proposed 
cuts. Hoffman went on to say that 
the reductions not only would af­ 
fect the European aid program 
sev erely but also place in jeopardy

Eliminate Fire 
Hazards; Fire 
Qiief ^Don’ts’ 
(Bf Ed Rinfen, for Ch amber of 
Commeroe) 
We are approach ing th e Clean- 
Up, Paint-Up Campaign. Many 
people will be burning lea vet, 
newspapers, and oth er rubbish 
wh ich h as accumulated th rough 
th e winter month s. Wh ile ,th c pur­ 
pose of th is program is to furth er 
beautify our city by “lifting its 
face,” we must also consider th e 
danger of serious damgge and loss 
due to carelessness with fire. 
Fire Ch ief Joh n Lueck stated in 
a recent interview th at th e ma­ 
jority of Uie runs by th e fire de­ 
partment during th is season of th e 
y ear are due mainly to careless­ 
ness wh ile burning rubbish . It was 
pointed out th at wh ile no serious 
loss h as so far resulted from such 
fires th is y ear, a definite h azard 
exists and can be eliminated only 
by th e people th emselves being 
extremely careful. 
Some Common Mistakes 
Some of th e common mistakes 
were pointed out by th e fire ch ief 
and sh ould be particularly well 
remembered and avoided. Here are 
th e “Don’t: 1. DONT start a fire 
near any building. Pick a spot far 
enough away so th at th ere is no 
danger of th e building catch ing on 
fire. 2. DON’T start a fire on 
windy day . Ch oose a day wh ich 
is still, th us eliminating th e h azard 
of a wild, uncontrolled fire. 3. 
DONT leave y our fire. Stay with 
it and watch it until it h as com­ 
pletely burned out. 
Furth ermore, carelessness wh ich 
results in fire damage often occurs 
inside th e h ouse itself. Make cer­ 
tain th at th e electric fuses In y our 
h ouse are not too h eavy to blow 
out in case of an overloaded cir­ 
cuit Ch eck th e cords on y our 
electric iron and oth er appliance. 
Any electric cord with badly worn 
insulation sh ould be replaced with 
a new one. Th at’s as good a place 
as any to start y opr Clean-Up 
Campaign.

S i^ ts like th is sh ould be eliminated in Sedaiia and on nearby h igh way s and roads. 
Instead of dumping trash and oth er debris 
at th e city disposal grounds, or h aving trash h auled away , a few load up cars with trash , and drive out at nigh t and dispose of 
th e debris by dumping it alongside a road or into a ditch , such as pictured above. 
City ordinance No. 2126 , section 4, reads as follows pertaining to th e above situation: “It sh all be unlawful for any person, 
by h imself, or h is agent or agents, or as agent for anoth er, to dump any dead animals, trash , debris, slop, cans, loose pa­ 
per or decay ed* or decay ing matter (vegetable or animal) on any public th orough fare of such city or any vacant lot or tract 
or parcel of land in such city , or as near to th e limits of such city as to constitute or add to a nuisance dangerous to th e 
h ealth of th e inh abitants of such city .’’ 
Th e city disposal grounds, located five miles west of Sedaiia, is open during week-day s between 8:00 o’clock in th e morning 
and 3:00 o’clock in th e afternoon, for th e purpose of h aving trash of all sorts dumped on th e grounds. On Saturday s, th e dis- 
posal ground is open in th e morning between 8 :00 and 12:00 a.m.

The su rro u nding gro u nd 
lev el mu st slo p e away fro m the 
ho u se to p ro v ide the req u ired 
drainage and sho u ld b e at least 
o ne fo o t b elo w the finished flo o r 
lev el, ex cep t in co ncrete slab co n­ 
stru ctio n. 
A line o f drain tile p laced 
aro u nd the o u tside edge o f the 
ex terio r fo u ndatio n and co nnected 
to the p ro p er drains will minimize 
the p o ssib ility o f gro u nd mo istu re 
seep ing u nder the ho u se. 
In ho mes lacking a cellar b u t 
hav ing a co ncrete fo o ting, a co at 
o r two o f refined creo so te, tar o n 
o ther waterp ro o fing co mp o u nd o n 
the fo u ndatio n* walls will help to 
sto p this seep age. Also if there is 
a co ncrete su b -flo o r, it may b e 
co ated wdt hthe same waterp ro o f­ 
ing co mp o u nd. 
Ho wev er, 
where “ no co ncrete 
flo o r ex ists, all o rganic matter 
su ch as so d, ro o ts, etc., sho u ld 
first b e remo v ed and the gro u nd 
lev eled o ff. 
Any ho les and irre­ 
gu larities in the su b grade sho u ld 
b e filled in and tho ro u ghly tam­ 
p ed. A co arse granu lar fill sho u ld 
b e p laced o v er the entire area. 
This granu lar fill may b e made 
o f either co arse cinders, grav el o r 
cru shed sto ne, ranging in size 
fro m ^2 to 1 inch. 
The fill ma­ 
terial sho u ld b e o f u nifo rm size, 
witho u t fine p articles, so as to 
insu re a max imu m v o lu me o f air 
sp ace in the fill and imp ro v e its 
insu lating effects. 
Go o d air circu latio n b eneath a 
raised b asmentless ho me is o f 
p rime imp o rtance. Screened v ents 
o r lo u v res sho u ld b e lo cated in 
each o f the fo u ndatio n sidewalls 
ab o v ^e the grade lev el to allo w 
the air to flo w freely . 
A small ex hau st fan lo cated in 
o ne o f the v ent o p enings will 
mo v e a larger q u antity o f air. 
The fan need o nly b e ru n 1 5 o r 
20 minu tes twice a day .

By Bob Scfa a rfT 
Written for NBA Serv ice 
Ev ery ex tension cord in y our 
home is a compromise between 
sa fety a nd conv enience.

Repa iring a fra y ed cord or re­ 
pla cing a broken plug is both sim­ 
ple a nd good insura nce. 
If the 
insula tion is broken, but not the 
wires, remov e the cord from the 
wa ll socket a nd cut off the worn 
cov ering. 
Wra p the wires sepa ra tely with 
rubber ta pe a nd then wra p them 


for a n inch from the end. ex pos­ 
ing the two sepa ra te cov ered 
stra nds of wire inside. 
Cut the insula tion from these 
wires a nd scra pe them bright. Tie 
a n underwriter’s knot in the wires 
where the insula tion ends a nd 
pull it a ga inst the plug shoulder. 
Run ea ch wire clockwise a round a 
prong a nd a binding screw.

isure there is no conta ct between 
i the ba re wires.

Every hou se, reg ardless of its 
type of constru ction, has certain 
vu lnerable points which mu st be 
properly protected to keep wa­ 
ter or moistu re from seeping 
throu g h. Generally, these trou ble 
points Lie where two su rfaces join 
tog ether. 
Fleshing has proved to be the 
best means of sealing these g aps, 
flashing of non-ru sting sheet me­ 
tal, su di as copper, is most econo­ 
mical and easiest to apply. 
In 
tempm^ry constru ction a heavy 
tar paper is often su bstitu ted for 
met^. 
Where two 
roofing su rfaces 
meet at an ang le, the resu lting 
joint is first covered with flash­ 
ing before the roofing is applied 
This makes a watertig ht joint tha 
prevents water from g etting u n­ 
der the roofing . 
When valley flashing s are ru st­ 
ed ou t, repair of a permanent na­ 
tu re can be made by u sing the 
sq u ares of copper bent on a line 
between two comers to the valley 
ang le. The bent sq u are can. then 
be inserted u nder the shing les 
starting at the bottmn and work­ 
ing to the top. 
Sq u ares mu st be larg e enou g h 
to permit the u pper edg e to fit u p 
u nder the second shing le abou t 
inches. If nails are encou ntered, 
cu t them off with a shing le hook 
or an old chisel. 
Be su re to 
replace the nail when the flashing 
is completed. 
Arou nd dormers or between 
any wall and roof su rface, the 
fis« hing shou ld extend u p u nder 
the siding and ou t over the shin­ 
g les. Strips i or 9 inches long 
shou ld be applied in a series of 
overlapping sheets, starting at the 
bottom. If the siding is already 
in place, it can be bent and shov­ 
ed u p u nder the siding . 
The 
shing les are then laid on top of 
the flashing or roof,, cement may 
be u sed to fasten the flashing on 
top of exisiting shing les. 
For flashing arou nd chimneys 
the metal is bent L-shaped with 
a Up at Uie top, bent away from 
the base of the L. The top lip 
shou ld be solidly set in the mor­ 
tar between bricks. 
The base shou ld be long , so that 
it covers enou g h roof to prevent 
water backing u p either u nder it, 
if it is applied over the roofing , 
or u nder the roofing material if 
the flashing is u nder it. 
In the reflashing of old chim­ 
neys the attempt is often made to 
fasten the metal to the ou tside of 
the chimney with mortar and 
roofing cement. 
It is extremely 
difficu lt to g et a bind where some 
seepag e will not occu r. 
The top lip of the flashing 
shou ld be set into the chimney 
even if, in a repair job, it means 
chipping ou t old mortar, insertion 
of the lip and refilling with fresh 
mortar. 
If flashing shou ld come loose 
from a joint in the brickwork, i 
can be pu t back by chipping the 
mortar ou t of the joint and re­ 


placing it with roof cement in­ 
stead of mortar. 
AH window and door framM, 
where their heading s and casing s 
fit ag ainst the wall, shou ld have 
adeq u ate flashing whether there 
are dry caps there or not. This 
flashing is merely a strip of metal 
bent u p u nder the siding over the

Waiting for the plu mber whUe 
he basement floods is fu nny in 
I cartoon, bu t in real life it is 
ar from amu sing . 
To prevent su ch a situ ation, it 
is advisable that the entire hou se- 
lold be familiar with the loca- 
ion of every shu t-off valve. 
A 
coat of white paint applied to the 
valves will make them easy to 
recog nize. 
It is also a g ood idea to label 
;he main shu t-off valve, u su ally 
ocated near the meter, still more 
prominently, by painting a short 
section of the piping leading to 
and from it. 
' 
Before most repair work can be 
done on the siipply system, the 
water mu st be cu t off. 
When a common compression 
au cet drips, look for the trou ble 
in the seat washer. 
To replace 
his washer, u nscrew the cap nu t, 
tu rn the stem u ntil it can be lift­ 
ed ou t, and remove the brass re- 
aining screw holding the washer. 
If this screw is badly corroded, 
t shou ld be replaced. Clean ou t 
he threads with a tap of the 
proper size and then seat a new 
washer. 
To stop a fau cet from leaking 
arou nd the stem, try tig htening 
the cap nu t If this doesn’t work, 
replace the stem washer. Simply 
remove the handle, u nscrew the 
cap nu t and lift it off the stem. 
There isn’t anjrthing more an­ 
noying than a toilet that over­ 


flows or doesn’t stop ru nning . 
There is no individu al valve to 
shu t off the flow of water throu g h 
a toilet. 
To stop the flow of 
water, tu rn off the main valve or 
flu sh the tank and tie the shu t-off 
float at a level that will shu t off 
the water before the tank starts 
to refill. 


Wo men Wa n t to Clea n Ho u se^

If water ru ns steadily in the 
toilet bowl, the trou ble g enerally 
is in the ru bber ball stopper. Un­ 
screw the ball from its g u ide rod 
and examine it. 
If the ball is 
worn or has lost its elasticity, 
screw on a new one. 
However if the stopper baU is 
in g ood condition, clean and re­ 
place. 
Also clean the valve seat. 
Adju st the rod g u ide so the stop­ 
per ball and its valve seat are 
lined u p perfectly. 
There shou ld 
be enou g h clearance between the 
rod g u ide and the connector link 
so binding doesn’t keep the ball 
from seating tig htly. 
When water in the tank con­ 
stantly ru ns into the overflow 
pipe, inspect the float. 
If the! 
overflow stops when the float is 
raised, bend the float rod slig htly 
in the middle to lower the float 
a bit. 
If this doesn’t stop the 
overflow, the float may be leaky 
and it shou ld be replaced. 
A jammed su pply valve will al­ 
so cau se an overflow 
The valve 
is not complicated, bu t it is deli­ 
cate. 
Generally the trou ble is 
that a screw is too tig ht, or that 
one is corroded.

If there is a room of two in y our 
home that has battered, dingy 
woodwork, why not do something 
about it? You can freslen up an 
entire room, ev en resty le it, by 
giv ing its woodwork a new finish. 
No matter what finish is now 
on the woodwork, it must first be 
cleaned thoroughly . Old v arnish­ 
ed surfaces generally require the 
use of v amirii remov er to clean. 
Apply with an old brush, let it 
soak a few minutes, then scrape 
off the sludge with a putty knife. 
After the last traces hav e been 
remov ed, wipe the surface with a 
cloth saturated with denatured al­ 
cohol. 
‘ 
Old enameled or painted sur­ 
faces should be sanded with No. 
0 sandpaper, brushed clean, then 
washed with a water solution of 
sal soda. 
Varnish remov er may 
also be used to take off the paint. 
When the old finish is remov ed, 
fill all cracks, nail holes and oth­ 
er blemishes with putty if wood­ 
work is to be paUited or wood 
filler fbr natural or stained and 
v arnished finishes. Then smooth 
with No. 0 sandpaper mounted on 
a wood block. Dust surface just 
before apply ing any finish. 
If the woodwork is to be left 
natural color, just apply one or 
two coats of interior v arnish fol­ 
lowed by a coat of clear wax . 
When a stained tone is desired, 
brush on one coat of oil stain; al­ 
low it to soak, then wipe with a 
doth to bring out the grain. Early 
wiping giv es a lighter color; later, 
a darker one. Follow with a coat 
o f. thinned shellac. 
When dry , 
sand lightly and apply another 
coat of shellac or v arnish. Wax ­ 
ing finishes the job. 
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For a bleached finish, use ox a­ 
lic acid cry stals or any bleach 
manufactured for the purpose 
Follow this by sponging with 
clear water to remov e the residue 
of the bleaching agent. When d ry, 
apply a coat of v arnish and one 
of wax . 
For beauty and long life, paint­ 
ed woodwork should be a three 
or four coat lob. 
One or two 
coats of undercoat or primer, then 
two coats of desired paint Sand 
lightly with No. 0 sandpaper af­ 
ter each undercoat has dried. 
Use a 1^-inch brush on narrow 
strips, such as window bars or 
other molded surfaces. For wider 
surfaces, use a 3-inch brush for 
faster and more ev en work. 
Load y our brush by dipping 
two or t^ee times about an inch 
deep, wiping out on a wire stret­ 
ched across the top of the bucket. 
Apply the paint or v arnish freely 
in parallel strokes. 
Then wipe 
out the brush on the pot wire and 
cross-brush the surface. This sec­ 
ond brushing insures ev en distri­ 
bution of paint. 
The best temperature for ai(y 
kind of woodworking decorating 
is about 7 0 degrees.

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POftal ftrvica in Sedalit and in the nation 
rig tii now ii in process of readjuitment to com­ 
ply with a directive of Poitmaster G « iar^ 
J esse M. Donaldson who has ordered drastic 
changes to become effective J uly 1. 
postal patrons here have not yet felt the 
impact of curUUed service which will become 
nation-wide in order to offset the department’s 
gh>wing deficit 
Ample notice is being given the public of 
impending changes. These were subsUntially 
reported in last Tuesday’s Democrat and Capital 
in the form of a communication from the Lett« * 
Carriers’ Association to City Council. 
This order means all mail deliveries will be 
curtailed to one trip per day except in the dis- 
hict which if strictly a business district ^ d 
this district will receive a second trip sometime 
during the afternoon. All mail not distributed 
to the carriers by 8:30 in the morning will 
Bot be delivered in the afternoons as here-to- 
fore but wiU be delayed one full day exc^ t 
In the business district. 
Also window service and pick up of mail 
Ipom street boxes will be affected. There may 
be a time lag of as much as forty-two hours 
ah deUveries. There wiU nstursUy follow a 
slow down on mail addressed to out of town 
points. It will probably mean loss of J obs for 
10,000 postal workers. 
All of this, and much mix« , in reduced service 
has come about because of the proposed $25,- 
000,000 cut made by the House Appropriations 
oommittee in postal appropriations for the com­ 
ing fiscal year. 
• Already Cwxgressmen are beginning to hear 
from the folks bedi home, from those who are 
ftf.si^ ted enough to realize the significance 
ef die drastic economy moves in a department 
wliich has long been known as a public service 
institution, one not operating to “ make money” 
from the public. 
There has been inference the proposed drastic 
euto in postal service is a pressure Uctic of 
tiie department to restore its budget require­ 
ments. 
* But as Postmaster General Donaldson says: 
•To reduce cost of department operations any 
Bppreciable amount at all in the face of reduced 
impr<>priations would require taking away from 
the public some of the service they are now 
getting . . . it would be wrong to try to balance 
the postal budget by cutting service and by not 
raising the rates or the fees on classes of mail 
and special aervice transactions.” 
On April 20 S« iator Lang« r (N.D.) introduced 
a bill to rescind the Postmaster General’s order 
aad diracting that services be maintained unless 
otherwiae 
provided 
by 
CJ ongress. 
Senator 
Lanier’s intentimis were included in Senate 
xeaolution 201 and BiU S. 3450, both of which 
have baen rrferred to the Senate Post Office 
Cemmittae. 
In the meantime postoffices in every town in 
the country are ^tending time, effort and ex­ 
panse preparing for the readjustment to become 
fully e ^ t iv e J uly 1. 
Once the curtailment is established J uly 1, 
postal aervice should be ordered restored to 
Bom al after that day. thera would be another 
piciod of several months of wasted time, effort 
and expenm to readjust to normalcy. 
' 15118 is serious business involving the public 
idtifest, and the public should react to it by 
tlioughtful consideration of what curtailed postal 
deryice means to them. If they intend to protest, 
they must do it now, and to their Congressman. 
' Public opinion for economy in government 
solidifying. This trend in public thinking is 
ediolesome to observe.

^ Economies anticipated in tiie proposed drastic 
ciits ip postal service do not appear to have 
been gauged by a sense of values.

RECEPTlVrrY—THE FIRST LAW OF LIFE 


We carry over from last week our ladder out of negativism 
and inferiority. Since the Kingdom belongs to you, (9) remember 
the two conditions for receiving and transmissing the resources 
of the Kingdom: receptivity and response. 
These two words are not only the alternate heartbeats of 
the Kingdom; they are also the alternate beats of the whole 
of life. Everything grows and develops by those two things: 
receptivity and response. J ohn sums up this thought in these 
words: “ As many as received him, to them gave he power to 
become.” How did he get power—power to become? First, by 
receptivity—“ as many as received him.” 
A universal principle is here laid bare. Take a plant—how 
does it get power to become? 
By being proud. self-sulfi« ent, 
unrelated, and unresponsive? No; by surrendering, adjusting, 
receiving, giving. Suppose a plant tried to get power by assert­ 
ing itself, by trying to “ lord it” over the other plants—^result. 
It would lose Its power over other plants and its power 
to 
become. It gain* pow« r by surrender and by response to ite 
environment. When it is adjusted it takes in from 
aiKi sun, and gains power to become. Plant sin is anything that 
hinders that receptivity and response. 
Someone ha* defined life as response to environix^nt. You 
and I live ohysically when we respond to our physical environ­ 
ment; we can take in food and light and air. When rcspon^ 
is shut off. we die physically. Our spiritual environment is the 
Kingdom of God. When we respond to 
it. surrender to it. 
adjust ourselves to it, receive our very life from 
it. then wt 
livi—and live abundantly. We are in a state of 
which 1* a state of faith, confidence, appropriation. We awwb 
Kingdom life as the body absorbs food; we breathe m its 
ing breath as the lungs breathe in air. 
w e tel« up its vitality

An interesting letter from Ed­ 
ward H. Bry ant, former Democrat 
carrier boy , now in the nav y and 
stationed at Saipan, was receiv ed 
by Pau l Mines, circu lation man­ 
ager. 
The letter, in part, follows: 
“I hav e been on the mov e ev er 
since I left home Christmas. 
I 
got back to Port Hu eneme the 
third of Janu ary and left there 
the 23 of Janu ary , and went to 
T. I. in San Francisco. 
Stay ed 
there u ntil the 2 nd of February, 
when I went aboard the U.S.S. 
Virgo A.K.A. 2 0 to come to Sai­ 
pan. 
We left the States the 4th 
of Febru ary , bu t the 6 th we had 
tak en on 4,1 0 0 pou nds of high ex ­ 
plosiv es, and talk abou t a bu nch 
of scared boy s, we really were. 
“We landed in Gu am on the 
2 3 rd of Febru ary and while I was 
there 1 got to see Bill DeHav en. 
I saw him twice before I left. I 
left Gu am the first of March and 
got to Saipan on the 2 nd. 
“While I was at T. I. I saw Jim 
Dittmer and Karl Brosing, two 
boy s I gradu ated from high school 
with. 
Ha d An Accident 
“Right after I got ou t here I 
had an accident. There were fou r 
of u s going ou t to du mp some 
ju nk ov er the cliff into the ocean. 
At the time of the accident we 
were tu rning an all-metal table 
ov er to get it to the end of the 
tru ck so we cou ld roll it ov er 
the side. The table weighed abou t 
fiv e or six hu ndred pou nds and 
I had ju st abou t two inches to 
stand on the ^ c k 
when the table 
was tu rned ov er and it k nock ed 
me 
off 
back wards 
onto 
the 
grou nd. Then I rolled ov er the 
cliff and fell abou t 15 feet to a 
ledge and then rolled down to 
another ledge abou t fiv e feet be­ 
low and then rolled 
into the 
water. 
Carter, who was with me, had 


gotten down to the first ledge and 
was throwing a rope to me. I 
tied the rope arou nd my wais 
and the boy s tried to pu ll me 
ou t, bu t while they were ty ing 
the rope to the tru ck , I 
was 
swinging in a 1 5-foot arch by the 
wav es. They took me back to the 
hu t and I pu t on some dry clothes 
and then they took me to the hos­ 
pital for a check -u p, bu t all they 
cou ld find wrong was that I had 
a cu t on my right leg, and they 
took a stitch in it. Ju st the day 
before 
had seen two or three 
shark s in the water and they were 
abou t eight or ten feet long, so 
y ou can see what I was think ing 
abou t all the time I was in the 
water.’*

Acheson off

CaDs on West 
To Rally Against 
Communists

WASHINGTON, May 
6—(fP)— 


Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
set out for Europe today with a 
grim warning that the non-Com- 
munist world faces "increasingly 
crucial tests in the years immedi- 
ately ahead." 


He said that because of the 


threat of international 
Commun- 


ism, the free nations of the world 
must speed up the mobilization ol 
their "moral and material strength" 
and must do so "with utmost 
vigor." 


That, he emphasized in a formal 


statement, will be his own major 
purpose in talking with British 
Foreign Minister Bevin and French 
Minister Schuman in Paris and 
London next week, and in meeting 
with the North Atlantic Treaty 
Council the v/eek following. 


What he hopes for and trusts to 


get out of the diplomatic confer- 
ences, he said, is "a new sense of 
community in the North Atlantic 


He declared that he was en- 


couraged in his appioach to the 
meetings by the bi-partisan co- 
operation he has received from 
Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers of Congress alike. 


Emphasizing the importance at- 


tached to Acb/eson's trip, President 
Truman saw him off at the airport. 


Wishing Acheson "ben voyage 


and good luck," Mr. Truman told 
his chief diplomatic official: 


"I know very well you are go- 


ing to have successful meetings in 
Europe which will make a con- 
tribution 
to the 
peace 
of the 


world." 


Diplomatic representatives from 


the Atlantic pact nations also were 
on hand to give Acheson a send- 
off.

Harken To Appeals 
Spm-red by these appeals: 
(1) The Senate has approved a 


special investigation of crime rack- 
ets and gambling syndicates—and 
what should be done to control 
them. This inquiry will start in a 
:ew weeks. 


(2) A Senate Commerce sub- 


committee is studying legislation 
designed to cripple the bookies by 
denying them gambling informa- 
tion on sporting events. 


(3) The House is considering a 


bill passed by the Senate to ban 
the shipment of slot machines into 
states where they are illegal. 


In all these efforts, Congress te 


trying to draw a line between 
legal and illegal gambling.

floweis, Mr Hausner, is an expert 
with the needle, making embroid- 
ery work and during the bad 
weather, is busy crocheting win- 
dow curtains, several of which 
have been completed and are in 
use at his. home.

in this one time rip-roaring min- 
ing camp, but the justice of the 
peace is. 


He is "Blind Bob" Gohri, who 


also operates a tavern and general 
•tore here and believes he is the 
only sightless bartender in the 
west. 
"I never heard of any others, 


he said, deftly mixing a highball. 
"I lost my eyes here in the mines 
back in 1920. I got blasted." 


"Blind Bob," a pleasant voiced 


man of 50, is full of the lore of 
Montana's most famous gold min- 
ing camp. 
"They took 300 to 500 million 


dollars out of Alder gulch here 
nobody knows just how much," 
he said. "And there's still plenty 
of gold here." Lately however, the 
gulch probably hasn't produced as 
much gold as the pockets of visit- 
ing tourists. 


Quietly Rotting 
Virginia City, once boisterous 


with 10,000 to 20,000 miners, was 
quietly rotting into just another 
ghost town of a fabulous past un- 
til a wealthy rancher, Charles 
Bovey, decided to restore its van- 
ished flavor. 


Bovey has been gradually re- 


building the town into a showcase 
of the old west, combining the 
area for authentic historical relics. 


"Last year we had about 100,000

While waiting for the distant op- 
erator to answer sh« records the

Too, it's faster for a customer 


to give the long distance operator 


• the number of a distant party with 
whom he wants to talk. Passing 
the call by number will save time, 
since the operator will have to go 
to information for the number if 
;you don't give it to her. 


Be Courteous 
Courtesy 
and 
efficiency 
are 


closely allied even on the simplest 
of telephone calls. In intercom- 


, municating systems as well as on 
all other calls one should be care- 
ful to use those practices which 
.have been proved to be best. 


There will be occasions when it 


,:will be necessary for someone else 
to answer your telephone or for 
you to answer another's line. In 
answering 
another's 
line 
you 


should be careful to announce 
whose line it is and your name. 
"This assures the calling party that 
he has the right line, but that he 
, has someone other than the party 
whom he called. He can imme- 
diately start his conversation in the 
light of this new development. If 
it is necessary to refer to this call 
'at a later time he has something 
definite with which to identify it. 
He has talked with you and he 
remembers your name.

The National Labor 
Relations 


board ruled unanimously today 
that an employer must give a 
union full payroll data when the 
union asks the information for 
collective bargaining. 


The board held that a union is 


entitled to the names, positions 
and wage rates of employes—both 
on a current basis and for at least 
a year past—in order to have a 
full picture of the wage situation. 


This was the first time the 


NLRB ordered 
general 
wage 


rates made available to unions. 
In a series of recent decisions it 
has decided that data on individ- 
ual, or merit pay raises, also must 
be given a union on request as a 
basis for determining union wage 
demands in bargaining. 


The ruling said such 
payroll 


data is required to be given the 
union for all employes in the bar.

Challenge Given 
To President 


WASHINGTON, May 6—I

Expert on Tax 
Addresses 
Insurance Men 


Devotes Greater 
Part of Time 
To Income Taxes 


"You 
were working for Uncle 


Sam the first two months of last 
year," Ernest T. McClure, insur- 
ance man and said to be one of 
the best posted men in Kansas 
City, on taxes, told his audience 
at the monthly meeting of the Se- 
dalia Life Underwriters Associa- 
tion in the Ambassador Room of 
the Bothwell hotel, Saturday after- 
noon. 


The speaker said, "I recently 


learned that the average citizen 
worked the first 61 days in 1949 
just to pay his federal taxes. Now 
that didn't include the hundreds 
and hundreds of other taxes—the 
city—the state—the county—and 
all of the taxes which go to make 
up our daily living. For example, 
there is the sales tax, the cigarette 
tax, the liquor tax, the amuse- 
ment tax, etc." 
Announced St. Louis Meeting 
Abe Silverman, president of the 


local association, presided and in- 
troduced 
the 
speaker, and an- 


nounced that the annual meeting 
of the Missouri Association Life 
Underwriters 
convention in St 


Louis would open May 18. Silver- 
man also announced that officers 
for the ensuing year would be 
nominated at the next monthly 
meeting, and appointed the follow- 
ing nominating committee: George 
Yeaman, L. G. Brown and Virgi 
Ragar. The meeting was attendee 
by eight Sedalia attorneys, three 
certified public accountants, anc 
members. Silverman pointed ovr 
that any citizen of Sedalia is al- 
ways welcome to attend the meet- 
ings. 


Mr. McClure in his prepared 


speech, gave an informative talk 
upon the three main divisions 01 
taxation; income taxes, estate 01 
inheritance taxes, and gift taxes. 
Income Tax 
Touching on the income tax 


division, the speaker discussed the 
taxes affecting life insurance pay- 
ments by the beneficiary because 
of the death of the insured. He re- 
lated that proceeds received upon 
the death of the insured was, gen- 
erally speaking, not taxable income 
to the beneficiary. He pointed ou1 
that the beneficiary was excluded 
from the gross income whether 
the beneficiary be au estate, an 
individual, a trust or a corpora- 
tion. 


He asserted that the principal 


exception to this rule is when the 
proceeds are held on deposit with 
the insurance company and the 
Deneficiary receives pure interest. 


Inasmuch as income taxes affect 


everyone of us every day, the 
speaker spent more time on that 
division of taxes, than on estate 
or gift taxes. 


"After all," the speaker related, 


"estate taxes are payable only in 
event of the death of a wealthly 
individual. Gift taxes are payable 
only if a wealthy individual desires 
to distribute part of his wealth 
during his lifetime."

Senate 
Passes 
Aid Bill 


Quarter Billion 
Pared Off Next 
Installment In 
Marshall Plan 


WASHINGTON, May 6— 


(£*)—The Senate passed a 
$3,122,450,000 foreign aid bill 
Friday night after economy 
advocates had taken a $250,- 
000,000 slice off the next 
Marshall plan installment. 


The vote to approve the 


big measure was 60 to 8. 


Final passage climaxed three 


weeks of sporadic but heated de- 
bate on the global aid measure 
which the House passed March 31 


Besides providing for continuing 


the Marshall plan of economic aid 
designed to bolster Europe against 
Communism, the bill calls for as- 


, sistance to Korea and other areas. 


Although administration leaders 


lost in their effort to win approval 
of the full $3,100,000,000 requested 
for the European recovery pro- 
gram, they scored a victory by 
gaining clearance for President 
Truman's "point four" plan to aid 
backward areas of the world. 


Sanction "Four Point" Program 
By a 37 to 36 tally the Senate 


adopted a $45,000,000 authorization 
to start the "point four" program 
after rejecting 41 to 33 a Republi- 
can move to turn the matter over 
to a bipartisan commission 
for 


further study. 


Chairman McKeUar (J>-Tenn) of 


the appropriations committee serv- 
ed notice, however, he opposes the 
technical aid proposal and said 
he will seek to block the $45,000,- 
000 outlay when the actual money 
bill comes up later. 


The present bill is an "author- 


ization" measure which puts Con- 
gress on record as favoring the 
aid, but appropriates no actual 
money. 


The House previously had ap- 


proved the "point four" plan but 
trimmed the amount to $25,000.000 


As passed by the Senate and 


House the big foreign aid measure 
authorizes $2,350,000,000 for the 
European recovery program; $100,- 
000,000 for Korea; $100,000,000 for 
economic aid to the China area; 
$25,450,000 for Arab refugees in 
Palestine and the "point four" 
plan. 


The legislation now goes to a 


Senate-House conference group to 
work out differences in the two 
bills. 
Beat Back Billion Cut 
The biggest Senate fight came 


over the Republican drive 
to 


whack up to $1,000,000,000 off the 
Marshall plan program for the 
next fiscal year starting July 1. 


The administration forces beat 


back the bilh'on dollar reduction 
proposal of Senator Kem (R-Mo) 
by a tidy margin, 62 to 17. But 
on the next move to cut it $500,- 
000,000 they just squeezed through 
on a 40 to 40 tie vote. 


It was a coalition of southern 


Democrats and Republicans which 
finally put across the $250,000,000 


reduction on a 47 to 33 roll call 
vote, 


The voting came after warnings 


from Democratic leaders that a 
deep cut in the Marshall plan 
funds might force this country to 
increase its defense outlays vastly 


Just before the voting got un- 


derway Majority Leader Lucas of 
Illinois declared that an "isolation- 
ist" policy would turn America 
into a "garrison state" and double 
the present defense spending total 
of $13,000,000.000. 


Chairman Connally (D-Tex) of 


the Senate foreign relations com- 
mittee made a plea against any 
cuts in the foreign air measure. 


In a last minute effort to head 


off the economy forces, Connally 
made public a letter from Marshall 
plan director Paul Hoffman ex- 
pressing concern over the proposed 
cuts. Hoffman went on to say that 
the reductions not only would af- 
fect the European aid program 
severely but also place in jeopardy

24, an attempt by Senator Kem 
to bar aid to any nation which

In 1948, approximately $1,650,- 


000 was expended for construction 
work in Sedalia, compared to $1,-

jects in 1949. Many buildings, such 
as churches, swimming pools and 
other public construction were not 
ncluded in th&» 1949 figure, as the 
figure represented 160 permits 
ssued that year for houeses and 
lommercial buildings.

Houses, which have been built

Eliminate Fire 
Hazards; Fire 
Chief Don V 


(By Ed Ringen, for Chamber o* 


Commerce) 


We are approaching the Clean- 


Up, Paint-Up Campaign. Many 
people will be burning leaves, 
newspapers, and other 
rubbish 


which has accumulated through 
the winter months. While ,the pur- 
pose of this program is to further 
beautify our city by "lifting its 
face," we must also consider the 
danger of serious damage and loss 
due to carelessness with fire. 


Fire Chief John Lueck stated in 


a recent interview that the ma- 
jority of the runs by the fire de- 
partment during this season of the 
year are due mainly to careless- 
ness while burning rubbish. It was 
pointed out that while no serious 
loss has so far resulted from such 
fires this year, a definite hazard 
exists and can be eliminated only 
by the people themselves being 
extremely careful. 


Some Common Mistakes 
Some of the common mistakes 


were pointed out by the fire chiet 
»nd should be particularly well 
remembered and avoided. Here are 
the "Don't: 1. DON'T start a fire 
near any building. Pick a spot far 
enough away so that there is no 
danger of the building catching on 
fire. 2. DON'T start a fire on a 
windy day. Choose a day which 
is still, thus eliminating the hazard 
Of a wild, uncontrolled fire. 3. 
DON'T leave your fire. Stay with 
it and watch it until it has com- 
pletely burned out. 


Furthermore, carelessness which 


results in fire damage often occurs 
inside the house itself. Make cer- 
tain that the electric fuses in your 
house are not too heavy to blow 
out in case of an overloaded cir- 
cuit. Check the cords on your 
electric iron and other appliances. 
Any electric cord with badly worn 
insulation should be replaced with 
a new one. That's as good a place 
as any to start your Clean-Up 
Campaign.

Six points to remember when building a basmentless house. 


By Bob Scharff

Nowadays 
many 
homes 
are 


being built without basements or 
over a 3 to 4 foot 
excavation. 


Moisture-control in this type of 
construction is an important fac- 
tor in the life of your home and 
the health of your family. 


Good ground drainage is very 


essential. The surrounding ground 
level must slope away from the 
house 
to provide 
the 
required 


drainage and should be at least 
one foot below the finished floor 
level, except in concrete slab con- 
struction. 


A line 
of drain tile 
placed 


around the outside edge of the 
exterior foundation and connected 
to the proper drains will minimize 
the possibility of ground moisture 
seeping under the house. 


In homes lacking a cellar but 


having a concrete footing, a coat] 
or two of refined creosote, tar or 
other waterproofing compound on 
the foundation" walls will help to 
stop this seepage. 
Also if there is 


a concrete sub-floor, it may be 
coated wit hthe same waterproof- 
ing compound. 


However, 
where" no 
concrete 


floor exists, all organic 
matter 


such as sod, roots, etc., should 
first be removed and the ground 
leveled off. Any holes and irre- 
gularities in the subgrade should 
be filled in and thoroughly tam- 
ped. A coarse granular fill should 
be placed over the entire area. 


This granular fill may be made 


of either coarse cinders, gravel or 
crushed stone, ranging in size 
from \'z to 1 inch. The fill ma- 
terial should be of uniform size, 
without fine particles, so as to 
insure a maximum volume of air 
space in the fill and improve its 
insulating effects. 


Good air circulation beneath a 


raised basmentless 
home is 
oJ 


prime importance. Screened vents 
or louvres should be located in 
each of the foundation sidewalls 
above the grade level to allow 
the air to flow freely. 


A small exhaust fan located in 


one of the vent openings will 
move a larger quantity of air. 
The fan need only be run 15 or 
20 minutes twice a day. 


For best results, the screened 


vents or louvres should be left 
open the year around. 
In cold 


weather this results in colder 
floors, so greatest comfort is as- 
sured if the floors are insulated 


Before 
insulating the under- 


floor a vapor barrier of felt or tar 
paper should be placed betweer 
the floor and insulation. 
When 


insulation batts are used, place 
the unpapered face against the

party arrangement,

wires and scrape them bright. Tie 
an underwriter's knot in the wires 
where the insulation ends and 
pull it against the plug shoulder. 
Run each wire clockwise around a 
prong and a binding screw. 
Be 


sure there is no contact between 
the bare wires. 


On the other end of an exten- 


sion cord is a female plug or tap, 
in which loose and broken wires 
are repaired in much the same 
manner as in a plug. But, before 
working on a tap be sure the 
main house switch is turned off. 


The tap is opened by removing 


the screws or small bolts that 
hold its 'two parts together and 
the spring contacts and' binding 
screws will be exposed for repair 
work. 


Care must be exercised when 


using extension cords too. 


1. Never jerk an extension cord 


from an outlet/by pulling on the 
cord. Always grip the plug. 


2. Never run cords where they 


can be stepped on. 


3. Never allow a cord to be- 


come pinched or kinked. 


4. Never nail cords to the floor 


or wall and keep them away 
from radiators and other metal 
equipment which might become 
electrified.

Every house, regardless of its 


type of construction, has certain 
vulnerable points which must be 
properly protected to keep wa- 
ter 
or moisture 
from 
seeping 


through. Generally, these trouble 
points lie where two surfaces join 
together. 


Flashing has proved to be the 


best means of sealing these gaps. 
Flashing of non-rusting sheet me- 
tal, such as copper, is most econo- 
mical and easiest to apply. 
In 


temporary construction a heavy 
tar paper is often substituted for 
metal. 


Where 
two 
roofing 
surfaces 


meet at an angle, the resulting 
joint is first covered with flash- 
ing before the roofing is applied. 
This makes a watertight joint that 
prevents water from getting un- 
der the roofing. 


When valley flashings are rust- 


ed out, repair of a permanent na- 
ture can be made by using the 
squares of copper bent on a line 
between two corners to the valley 
angle. The bent square can, then 
be inserted under the shingles, 
starting at the bottom and work- 
ing to the top. 


Squares must be large enough 


to permit the upper edge to fit up 
under the second shingle about 2 
inches. If nails are encountered, 
cut them off with a shingle hook 
or an old chisel. 
Be sure to 


replace the nail when the flashing 
it completed. 


Around 
dormers 
or 
between 


any wall and roof surface, the 
Cashing should extend up under 
the siding and out over the shin- 
gles. Strips i or 9 inches long 
should be applied in a series of 
overlapping sheets, starting at the 


[placing it with roof cement in- 
stead of mortar. 


All window and door frames, 


where their headings and casings 
fit against the wall, should have 
adequate flashing whether there 
are dry caps there or not. This

If the siding in already 
in place, it can be bent and shov- 
ed up under the siding. 
The 


shingles are then laid on top of 
the flashing or roof* cement may 
be used to fasten the flashing on 
top of exisiting shingles. 


For flashing around chimneys 


the metal is bent L-shaped with 
a lip at the top, bent away from 
the base of the L. The top lip 
should be solidly set in the mor- 
tar between bricks. 


The base should be long, so that 


it covers enough roof to prevent 
water backing up either under it, 
if it is applied over the roofing, 
or under the roofing material if 
the flashing is under it. 


In the reflashing of old chim- 


neys the attempt is often made to 
fasten the metal to the outside of 
the chimney with mortar and 
roofing cement. It is extremely 
difficult to get a bind where some 
seepage will not occur. 


The top lip of the flashing 


should be set into the chimney 
even if, in a repair job, it means 
chipping out old mortar, insertion 
of the lip and refilling with fresh 
mortar.

If there is a room at two in your 


home that has battered, dingy 
woodwork, why not do something 
about it? You can fresNen up an 
entire room, even restyle it, by 
giving its woodwork a new finish. 


No matter what finish is now 


on the woodwork, it must first be 
cleaned thoroughly. Old varnish- 
ed surfaces generally require the 
use of varnish remover to clean. 


Apply with an old brush, let it 


soak a few minutes, then scrape 
off the sludge with a putty knife. 
After the last traces have been 
removed, wipe the surface with a 
cloth saturated with denatured al- 
cohol. 
4 


Old enameled or painted sur- 


faces should be sanded with No. 
0 sandpaper, brushed clean, then 
washed with a water solution of 
sal soda. 
Varnish remover may 


also be used to take off the paint. 


When the old finish is removed, 


fill all cracks, nail holes and oth- 
er blemishes with putty if wood- 
work is to be painted or wood 
filler for natural or stained and 
varnished finishes. 
Then smooth 


with No. 0 sandpaper mounted on 
a wood block. Dust surface just 
before applying any finish. 


If the woodwork is to be left 


natural color, lust apply one or 
two coats of interior varnish fol- 
lowed by a coat of clear wax. 


When a stained tone is desired, 


orush on one coat of oil stain; al- 
low it to soak, then wipe with a 
cloth to bring out the grain. Early 
wiping gives a lighter color; later, 
a darker one. Follow with a coat 
of. thinned shellac. 
When dry, 


sand lightly and apply another 
coat of shellac or varnish. Wax- 
ing finishes the job. 


For a bleached finish, use oxa 


lie acid crystals or any bleac 
manufactured 
for the purpos 


Follow this by sponging wit 
clear water to remove the residu 
of the bleaching agent. When dry 
apply a coat of varnish and on 
of wax. 


For beauty and long life, paint 


ed woodwork should be a three 
or four coat lob. 
One or tw 


coats of undercoat or primer, the 
two coats of desired paint. San 
lightly with No. 0 sandpaper af 
ter each undercoat has dried. 


Use a 1%-inch brush on narro 


strips, such as window bars o 
other molded surfaces. For wide 
surfaces, use a 3-inch brush fo 
faster and more even work. 


Load your brush by dippin 


two or three times about an inc 
deep, wiping out on a wire stret 
ched across the top of the bucke 
Apply the paint or varnish freel 
in parallel strokes. 
Then wip 


out the brush on the pot wire an 
cross-brush the surface. This sec 
ond brushing insures even distri 
button of paint. 


The best temperature for ait 


kind of woodworking deeoratin 
is about 70 degrees.

Crossroads Comment 


by G. H. S. 


" Postal service in Sedalia and in the nation 
right now is in process of readjustment to com- 
ply with a directive of Postmaster General 
Jesse M. Donaldson who has ordered drastic 
changes to become effective July 1. 


Postal patrons here have not yet felt the 


impact of curtailed service which will become 
nation-wile in order t» offset the department's 
growing deficit. 


Ample notice is being given the public of 


impending changes. These were substantially 
reported in last Tuesday's Democrat and Capital 
in the form of a communication from the Letter 
Carriers' Association to City Council. 


This order means all mail deliveries will be 


curtailed to one trip per day except in the dis- 
trict which is strictly a business district aad 
this district will receive a second trip sometime 
during the afternoon. All mail not distributed 
to the carriers by 8:30 in the morning will 
not be delivered in the afternoons as here-to- 
f«re but will be delayed one full day except 
in the business district. 


Also window service and pick up of mail 


irom street boxes will be affected." There may 
be a time lag of as much as forty-two hours 
an deliveries. _There will naturally follow a 
slow down on mail addressed to out of town 
points. It will probably mean loss of jobs for 
10,000 postal workers. 


All el this, and much mure, in reduced service 


has come about because of the proposed $25,- 
000,000 cut made by the House Appropriations 
committee in postal appropriations for the com- 
ing iiscal year. 
• Already Congressmen are beginning to hear 
from the folks back home, from those who are 
far-sighted enough to realize the significance 
•f the drastic economy moves in a department 
which has long been known as a public service 
institution, one not operating to "make money" 
from the public. 


There has been inference the proposed drastic 


cuts in postal service is a pressure tactic of 
Hie department to restore its budget require- 
ments. 
• But as Postmaster General Donaldson says: 
"To reduce cost of department operations any 
appreciable amount at all in the face of reduced 
appropriations would require taking away from 
the public some o* the service they are now 
getting ... it would be wrong to try to balance 
the postal budget by cutting service and by not 
raising the rates or the fees on classes of mail 
and special service transactions." 


On April 20 Senator Langer (N.D.) introduced

Larig*r*s intentions were included in Senate 
resolution 361 and Bill S. 3450, both of which 
have been referred to the Senate Post Office 
Committee. 


•1» the meantime postoffices in every town in 


the country are spending time, effort and ex- 
pense preparing for the readjustment to become 
fully effective July 1. 


Once the curtailment is established July 1, 


if postal service should be ordered restored to 
normal after that day, there would be another 
period of several months of wasted time, effort 
and expense to readjust to normalcy. 


This is serious business involving the public 


interest, and the public should react to it by 
thoughtful consideration of what curtailed postal 
•ervice means to them. M they intend to protest, 
they; must do it -now, and to their Congressman. 


Public opinion for economy in government 
» solidifying. This trend in public thinking is 
wholesome to observe. But there is such a thing 
as having a sense of values when it comes to 
effecting savings commensurate with the los* 
of service. 
' Economies anticipated in the proposed drastic 
ciits in postal service do not appear to have 
been gauged by a sense of values. 


Some one once said that a committee is a 


body that keeps minutes and wastes hours. 
1' Yet committees are the refuge of a presiding 
officer who knows how to delegate authority, 
and then relax. 


Another definition: A committee is a group 


of important persons who, singly, think they 
can do nothing, but together, agree that nothing 
can be done. 


Hendrik Van Loon has a choice definition: 


A committee is * group which succeeds in get- 
ting somttfhing done only when it consists of 
three members, one of whom happens to be 
sick and another absent. 


'Along comes William Feather, editor of Im- 


perial Type Metal Magazine, who in the May 
issue opiniss about committees in the following 
manner: 


"When you're young, committee meetings ap- 


pear to be an efficient way of getting things 
dene—at least we once thought so. Maybe we 
were flattered by being asked to serve on com- 
mittees. We had an opportunity to observe older 
and better minds in action, and this gave us 
self-confidence. Sometimes we observed that 
the cap between our mind and theirs was not 
M wide ai we had supposed. 


"In later years we have begun to lose faith 


in committees, except as a means of delaying 
action and diluting responsibility. 


"The worst feature of committees Is the 


wasteful expenditure of energy involved in get- 
ting the members together at the appointed time. 
The only method we have known that was ap- 
proximately efficient was to schedule, the meet- 
ing for the luncheon or dinner hour. The 
stomach is a more effective reminder than half 
a dozen secretaries. But unless the host promises 
to pay for the meal, tne attendance is usually 
short of a quorum. 


"Assuming that a quorum is present, fee 


mental and financial power of the personnel 
will likely be low. The strong wise guys will 
have found convenient conflicting last-minute 
engagements. The usual corrective is for each of 
those present to assume responsibility for get- 
ting one backslider to attend the next meeting. 
This procedure is pretty much of a bore to all 
concerned. 


"Hence, much as we despise any form of 


organization that smells even faintly of dictator- 
ship, we find ourself growing tolerant of the 
one man committee, particularly when we are 
responsible for the product of the committee."

WASHINGTON.—White House advisers sat 


up late trying to get a final decision on the 
President's small business message before he left 
on his western trip. A highly important issue 
was involved, with advisers split wide open 
over it. 


THE ISSUE WAS: Whether to promote gov- 


ernment loans to smsJl business through the 
RFC, or to set up new private banks for loans 
to small business. 


LINED UP AGAINST HFC LOANS WERE: 


Secretary of Commerce Sawyer, Senator O'Ma- 
honey of Wyoming and Federal Reserve Chair- 
man Tom McCabe. 


LINED UP FOR RFC LOANS WERE: Stephen 


Spingarn, White House assistant; and Senator 
Taft, who, as ranking GOP member of the joint 
committee on the economic report, was con- 
sulted. 


Both sides, however, agreed on what's hap- 


pening to small business. It can't borrow long- 
term risk capital. 
- Small business can get plenty of short-term 
money from commercial banks, but net ten and 
twelve-year money. Furthermore it can't borrow 
from most insurance companies, which frown on 
speculative ventures and also want to deal in 
large amounts. In addition, the private capital- 
ists of the old days are cone, and the invest- 
ment bankers won't undertake to float stocks 
or bonds unless the issue runs into several 
millions.

Europe vs. McCarthy 
Few people realize how badly American for- 


eign policy has been und«rmined by the McCar- 
thy-Communist campaign. Heie are a few sam- 
ples of what's happening abroad. 


IN CHINA, the name "McCarthy" is pro- 


"nounced exactly as if it were "MacArthur," and 
the impression has spread that General Mac- 
Arthur was waging a near-revolt Against the 
State Department. In fact, the impression has 
been created in some parts of the Far East, 
where the public is not well informed, that the 
U.S.A. is near revolt 


IN PRIMITIVE ALBANIA, the Communist 


government, after long pressure from the West, 
was expected to do a Tito. But it hasn't. And 
a partial reason has been Soviet propaganda 


that the State department was full of Commu- 
nists—"an American Senator says so"—and that 
the United States would soon come over to the 
Communist Albanian side. 


IN FRANCE, ITALY, BELGIUM and other 


Atlantic pact countries, the reaction has been 
most harmful of all. For nome time these coun- 
tries had experienced a wave of "neutrality," 
which has now grown to new heights. People in 
these once Nazi-occupied countries have argued 
that they did not want to get in the middle of 
another war, would much rather be neutral. 
That has been one icason for opposition to the 
North Atlantic pact. 


Now, on top of this neutrality wave has come 


the McCarthy charges of Communists m the 
State department, which to poorly informed 
Europeans means that the United States is likely 
to go over to Russia leaving Western Europe out 
on a limb. 


Therefore, it's not difficult to und-ei'stand why 


• neutrality sentiment and opposition to the North 


Atlantic pact has grown more than ever.

The concert was a fine success and 
Fats was there with his favorite 
phrase—"Fine, perfect, wonderful."

RECEPTIVITY—THE FIRST LAW OF LIFE 


We carry over from last week our ladder out of negativism 
and inferiority. Since the Kingdom belongs to you, (9) remember 
the two conditions for receiving and transmissing the resources 
of the Kingdom: receptivity and response. 


These two words are not. only the alternate heartbeats of 
the Kingdom; they are also' the alternate beats of the whole 
of life.

receptivity and response. John sums up this thought in these 
words: "As many as received him, to them gave he power to 
become." How did he get power—power to become? First, by 
receptivity—"as many as received him." 


A universal principle is here laid bare. Take a plant—how 
does it get power to become? By being p-oud, self-sufficient, 
unrelated, and unresponsive? No; by surrendering, adjusting, 
receiving, giving. Suppose » plant tried to get power by. assert- 
ing itself, by trying to "lord it" over the other plants—result? 
It would lose its power over other plants and its power to 
become. It gains power by surrender and by response to its 
environment. When it is adjusted it takes in from air and soil 
and sun, and gains power to become. Plant tin is anything that 
hinders that receptivity and response. 


Someone has defined life as response to environment. You 


and I live physically when we respond to our physical isnviron- 
ment; we can take in food and light and air. When response 
is shut off, we die physically. Our spiritual environment is the . 
Kingdom of God. When we respond to it, surrender to it, 
adjust ourselves to it, receive our very life from it, then we 
live—and live abundantly. We are in a state of receptivity, 
which is a state of faith, confidence, appropriation. We absorb 
Kingdom life as the body absorbs food; we breathe in its purify- 
ing breath as the lungs breathe in air, we take up its vitality 
as the skin takes in vitamins from the light of the sun. 


To believe is to receive and to receive is to replenish. 
O God, Thou whe dest wr*P »e round as toe atmosphere 
wraps nty body round, Set me re«pond to Thee M my physical 
body responds to its environment and lives. Let nie breathe 
Thee now—deep breaths of Thee; let me receive TheeMato 
every pore and fiber ef my being. Help me to live by Thee— 
then I shall live.

Former Paper 
Boy Writes 
Paul R. Mines 


Tells Him of 
Conditions He 
Finds on Saipan 


An interesting letter from Ed- 


ward H. Bryant, former Democrat 
carrier boy, now in the navy and 
stationed at Saipan, was received 
by Paul Mines, circulation man- 
ager. 


The letter, in part, follows: 
"I have been on the move ever 


since I left home Christmas. I 
got back to Port Huenerne the 
third of January and left there 
the 23 of January, and went to 
T. I. in San Francisco. 
Stayed 


there until the 2nd of February, 
when I went aboard the U.S.S. 
Virgo A.K.A. 20 to come to Sai- 
pan, We left the States the 4th 
of February, but the 6th we had 
taken on 4,100 pounds of high ex- 
plosives, and talk about a bunch 
of scared boys, we really were. 


"We landed in Guam on the 


23rd of February and while I was 
there I got to see Bill DeHaven. 
I saw him twice before I left. I 
left Guam the first of March and 
got to Saipan on the 2nd. 


"While I was at T. I. I saw Jim 


Dittmer and Karl Brosing, two 
boys I graduated from high school 
with. 
Had An Accident 
"Right after I got out here I 


had an accident. There were four 
of us going out to dump some 
junk over the cliff into the ocean. 
At the time of the accident we 
vvere turning an all-metal table 
over to get it to the end of the 
truck so we could roll it over 
the side. The table weighed about 
five or six hundred pounds and 
I had just about two inches to 
stand on the truck when the table 
was turned over and it knocked 
me 
off 
backwards 
onto 
the 


ground. Then I rolled over the 
cliff and fell about 15 feet to a 
ledge and then rolled down to 
another ledge about five feet be- 
low and then 
rolled 
into the 


water. 


Carter, who was with me, had 


gotten down to the first ledge and 
was throwing a rope to me. : 
tied the rope around my wais 
and the boys tried to pull me 
out, but while they were tying 
the rope to the truck, I was 
swinging in a 15-foot arch by the 
waves. They took me back to the 
hut and I put on some dry clothes 
and then they took me to the hos- 
pital for a check-up, but all they 
could find wrong was that I hac 
a cut on my right leg, and they 
took a stitch in it. Just the day 
before we had seen two or three 
sharks in the water and they were 
about eight or ten feet long, so 
you can see what I was thinking 
about all the time I was in the 
•water."
